NOTE: 

The proposed amendment to claim 146, which calls for "the capsule having disposed 
within the volume an amount of metal material and an amount of ammonia" (lines 2-4) raises a 
new issue that requires further search and/or consideration. The positive recitation of an amount 
of metal material and an amount of ammonia within the capsule volume raises a new issue 
because the capsule, as previously claimed, was merely "configured to receive" an amount of 
metal material and an amount of ammonia. Thus, the previously claimed apparatus merely 
required a capsule with the "ability" to perform the intended use of containing an amount of 
metal material and an amount of ammonia. A recitation of the intended use of the claimed 
invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in 
order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure 
is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim.
